LIFTED SLIGHTLY 

The import ban was not lifted 
entirely, but eased up a little in 
today’s customs announcement on 
apples, potatoes, grapefruit, lem- 
ons, oranges, limes and fruit juices. 
The import quotas on these fruits 
and vegetables were raised from 
50 to 70 per cent of shipments 
caught in “austerity’s” basic year 
which ran from June of 1946 to 
June of 1947. 

The additional 20 per cent in the 
import volume of these items, re- 
ported a revenue official, was be- 
lieved sufficient to meet all con- 
sumer demands. Should there be 
enough to satisfy the demand, 
prices would not soar as they did 
last winter. 


360 BEDS IN NEW STRUCTURE 


$214 Million Contract Let 
For Wing at U Hospital 


Contract for a 360-bed wing to 
the University of Alberta hospital 
was awarded Monday to W. C. 
Wells Construction Co. of Edmon- 
ton and Saskatoon for more than 
$2,450,000, Premier Ernest Manning 
announced today, 

Terms of the contract called for 
work on excavation and other pre- 
liminary tasks to start at once. 

Plans call for the new wing, 
which will exceed @he present hos- 
pital in size, to be’ an L-shaped 
structure added to the south side 
of the present building. 

Temporagy stucco structures 
which now house nurseries and ma- 
ternity sections of the hospital will 


be eliminated: and the work per- 
formed in them will be carried on 
in the new wing. 

The building is to be constructed 
of reinforced concrete, Architect's 
drawings show five storeys above 
the ground,

Speaking in political committee | 
debate on Greece, Dulles said “| 
jattempt by Russia to set up a Com- | 
|munist government there was “only | 
|part of a general effort to extend 
| the power of Soviet Communism! 
| throughout the world.” 

He tolled the names of places 
where the Soviets had made their 
“coercive measures” felt—places 
like Berlin and Korea. 

“Wherever one looks,” he said, 
“whether it be Europe, Africa, Asia 
or the Americas, there is apparent 
the same pattern of effort, namely 
incitement from without, of coer- 
cion, fear and violence within, to 
achieve international political #b- 
jectitves.” 

Tt is because Soviet Communism 
teaches and practices the use of 
violence, Dulles said, that the UN | 
has found it impossible so far to 
ease the burden of armaments “and | 
the even heavier burden of fear.” 


TAUGHT BY LEADERS 

When all over the world the Com- 
munists strive to weaken and topple 
the non-Communist governments 
and use force, coercion and terror-| 
ism, “they are only doing . what 
their foreign leaders taugft them! 
to do,” he added. 

Dulles besought the UN to focus | 
on Russia the white glare of ex-| 
| Posure, recalling that even Premier | 
Josef Stalin had advocated it as a 
great power. 

He asked the assembly to expose 
every manifestation of violence 
espoused by “some nations” and | 
gradually to develop world opinion | 
to the condemnation of such 
methods “so that violent methods! 
will gradually fall into disuse as in- 
effectual and dangerous to those | 
who employ them.” 


FEAR EXPOSURE | 

“All governments sensitive to} 
public opinion, however-eager they 
may be to promote violence to 
achieve their International ends, 
they are reluctant to do so if theii | 
conduct exposes them to condemna- 
tion of world opinion and the re- 
sistance that opinion inspires,” he 
said. 

He concluded by announcing 
American support of a joint re- 
solution sponsored by the United 
States, France and China support- 
ing a special UN Balkan Commis- 
sion condemnation of Greece's 
northern neighbors.

Richarda Morrow-Tait of England, 
who wants to be the first wqman 
to circle the globe in a single- 
engined plane, arrived at Kyushu, 
Japan, today, the United States air 
force announced, Mrs, Morrow- 
Tait and her navigator, Michael 
Townsend, are flying around the 
world in easy stages. They left En- 
gland Aug. 18. 


State Of Emergency 


Declared In Peru 

LIMA, Oct, 26,—(Reuters)—The 
Peruvian government ®today de- 
clared a “state of national emerg- 
ency” and assumed extraordinary 
powers to “thwart any intent of 
upsetting public order and social 
peace.” 

The decree provided that “the 
government shall exercise these 
powers, adopting such measures as 
jit considers necessary and issuing 
the necessary decrees.”

Ordered Back 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26—(CP) —!| 
Bus drivers were ordered back to 
work today four hours after they 
went on strike in the city’s big- 
gest surface transportation tie-up 
which affected 3,500,000 New York- 
ers. 

Michael J. Quill, international 
president of the Transport Work- 
ers’ Union (CIO) ordered the 8,500 
union members back to work on 
seven privately-owned bus lines. 

Quill issued the order to a mass 
demonstration of workers outside 
state public service commission 
headquarters. He spoke a moment 
after Mayor William O'Dwyer 
made a sudden, dramatic appear- 
ance at the demonstration and 
urged the men to return to their! 
jobs. 

After O’Dwyer’s appeal, Quill— 
hatless and coatless—stood up in a! 
sound truck and shouted to a| 
police-estimated crowd of 8,000 
demonstrators: 

“Go back to work!” 

O'Dwyer told the crowd he un-| 
derstood the TWU workers had 
walked out over retroactive wages | 
averaging about $300 a man. He! 
told them they had been patient, | 
but added: 

“You can’t squeeze blood out of 
awtone. You've called attention 
to what you want. This demonstra- 
tion is not getting you the money 
and won't get it until the public 
service commission has acted on 
it.”

SHOULD START EARLY 

Addressing the audience here, 
Dr. H. E. Smith, professor of Edu- 
cation at the University of Alberta, 
declared: 

“Sex education should be started 
in the kindergartens, It should 
be a part of every-day school cur- 
riculum, with no more and no less 
emphasis placed on it than, for 
instance, history or arithmetic.” 

Dr. Smith theorized that if an 
education program such as this 
were to be carried out here, it 
would necessarily have to be a 
long-term, integral part of gen- | 
eral education. 

“It shold be instructed by-some- 
one with whom the young student 
associates schoo] and learning, The 
natural person should be the 
schoolteacher,” he said. Dr. Smith 
did not believe or agree the teach- 
ing end should be handled by| 
medical staff,

Some 
of this work has been done, more is 
being done and more will be got 
underway, Our representatives have 
been in close consultation with 
other nations as to what the role 
of each should be, Any arrange- 
ment such as a North Atlantic Se- 
curity Pact will be submitted to 
parliament for its approval,” 


NO NEUTRALITY AHEAD 


Mr. Claxton said “we shall only 
have a stable peace when th@ Soviet 
government seeks the welfare of 
their people rather than the ex- 
tension of their power, The Soviet 
attitude has driven and is driving 
the western democracies into the 
same kind of union to preserve the 
peace as was needed to win the 
war.” 

The minister saw not even a 
theoretical possibility that Canada 
could remain neutral in another 
war and argued that “the existence 
of an Atlantic Security Pact in 
1935 would have prevented the 
Second World War in 1939,”

Most Fruitful Profession 


The Hon. Dr. James A. MacKinnon, 
federal minister of mines and resources, 
said something that needed badly to be 
said when he received an honorary doctor- 
ate from the University of Alberta on 


Saturday. 


The minister declared emphatically 
that public service is the crown of any 
career. He called it the “greatest, the most 
honorable and the most fruitful in accom- 
plishment of all life’s adventures.” 

Coming from a distinguished states- 
man and addressed to fellow-townsmen 
who understand and appreciate his valued 
contribution to the welfare of the Canadian 
people, this assertion should be carefully 
studied by those modern cynics who have 
fallen into the fashion of ridiculing the 
efforts and questioning the aims of those 
who devote themselves to a public career. 

The current disposition to belittle all 
politicians as self-seeking exhibitionists 
has set up a situation in which the country 
is bound to suffer and in which it has al- 


ready suffered. 


For this low opinion of politics pro- 
moted by the cynics and smart-alecs, has 
encouraged some reputable and capable 
citizens to adopt the pose that a political 
career is incompatible with their mental 


zations, 


and moral stature and that the sincere and 
honest man has no chance in party organi- 


This position is notably false, And yet 
it is taken by so many that Mr. MacKin- 


non’s ringing defense of public life is both 


voted to the 


unassailable. 
And this 


timely and important. 

It is doubtless true that some politic- 
ians are self-seekers and exhibitionists. 
But the proportion of this type in politics 
is no larger than the proportion of shys- 
ters among honest lawyers and outlaws 
among reputable physicians, 

The weaknesses of human nature crop 
up everywhere, 

The great majority of the men and 
women in public service is genuinely de- 


needs of the country. The 


politicians in this class attack public 
problems with sincerity and ability, Their 
probity is unquestioned. Their integrity is 


applies to members of all 


straightforward parties, 


The contempt into which the cynics 


and the backbiters and the frustrated 
climbers would plunge all public service 
is a menace in any democratic country.

There is no doubt that the ridiculous 
notion that Edmonton is located in the 
Far North has colored the thinking of 
TCA officials in their vague attitude to- 
wards the Edmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce application for a direct main-line 


service to Vancouver. 


Now that the Chamber has sensibly 
readdressed this application to the air 
transport board, perhaps the true im- 
portance of our central geographical posi- 
tion in the province will be taken more 


fully into account, 


For Edmonton is not the geographical 
centre of the northern half of the province. 
The geographical north-south centre of Al- 
berta runs, roughly, just north of Leduc. 
Edmonton, therefore, is the commercial, 
industrial and agricultural capital of Cen- 


air lines. 


tral Alberta as well as the natural outlet 
of all the North, 

Edmonton, then, is not the centre for 
just half the province. It is the centre for 
two-thirds of it. 

In this respect, Edmonton is infinitely 
more important to air travel than any 
southern point in the province, 

It has one of the finest airports on 
the continent. 
for one of the richest areas in the world. 
It is the terminus for the busiest northern

Berlin—A newspaper cartoon 
shows four giant soldiers sprawl- 
ing in the ruins of a city. A tiny 
bespectacled man stands on the 
outskirts, 

_“Pardon me,” he asks timidly, 
“where is the German sector?” 

The cartoon, published this 
summer, is out of date. 

For a “German sector,” born 
of east-west strife, has grown in 
the mind if not the body of Ger- 
many, 

It reached its climax early in 
September in a demonstration of 
250,000 Germans against the Rus- 
sians in Berlin, Some of them 
stoned the gigantic Soviet war 
memorial commemorating the 
Red army's sweep from Stalin- 
grad to the heart of Germany, 

One man defied bullets to 
climb on the Brandenburger Tor 
and fling down the Red flag, 

Even a yeear ago such a hostile 
demonsiration against one of the 
occupying powers would have 
been hard to conceive. Today the 
mind has become s0 grooved 
along east-west lines that the 
outburst was hailed by Western 
supporters as a defiant ery for 
freedom, and by the Russians as 
an attack of Fascist gangsters, 

Who was right? Neither side, 
entirely. More accurately, the 
demonstration can be defined as 
the greatest sign to date of the 
rising tide of a new German 
nationalism, 

Few experienced observers of 
the German scene would venture 
to say that the mass of Germans 
had entirely rubbed off the taint 
of Nazism and militarism and, 
in three short years, become 
peace-loving freemen 

On the other hand, most agree 
that the Germans daily are dis- 
playing a greater show of inde- 
pendence in the zones controlled 


by Britain and the United States. 

The rebirth has been nursed 
along- by official British and 
American policy, A high point 
came last spring when the Brit- 
ish military governor, Gen, Sir 
Brian Robertson, lifted the few 
remaining official bans on social 
intercourse and called the Ger- 
mans “Christians.” 

Thus, three years after the 
smashing of Hitlerism, the Ger- 
mans became socially acceptable. 

The French, fearful of any sign 
of German revival, still treat 
them as an inferior conquered 
people and base their policy on 
long-term occupation and re-edu- 
cation, 

The Russians, although they 
plump for withdrawal of al! occu- 
pation forces and for “German 
unity,” also frown socially on the 
Germans, The unified Germany 
they seek is a Communist Ger- 
many, / 

The mass of Germans are large- 
ly anti-Russian and anti-Commu- 
nist, Germans openly admit they 
want a crack at the Russians. 

This raises the question of how, 
if it should come to an east west 
war, would the Germans do any 
fighting. Will there be a German 
army? 

The question of rearming the 
Germans never is mentioned pub- 
licly, but it is in the background 
of everyone's thoughts, 

For, aside from the material 
ald such a force could furnish 
the West, it obviously is difficult 
to conceive of rebuilding West- 
ern Germany economically with- 
out also providing the Germans 
with the means for defending 
their gains 

This explains French aversion 
to the idea of reviving Germany. 
For the new nationallem which 
today is pointed against Russia 
may take a different turn tomor- 
row in the surprise bag of his- 


tory,

From London Calling 

I suppose I have been asked 
a dozen times: “What is the 
Kremlin? Is {t a fortress? Or a 
palace? Or what?” 

Well, that is a very difficult 
question to answer. Because 
what we call the Kremlin is all 
these, and a lot more besides. It 
is one of the most. extraordinary 
collections of buildings anywhere 
in the world, I know of nothing 
that is anything like it, 

It began life in the Middle 
Ages as a wooden fortress, The 
Princes of Moscow, as a de- 
fence against the Tartars, built 
themselves a great wooden stock- 
ade on a piece of high ground by 
the river Moskva. Then, some 
time towards the end of the fif- 
teenth century, the old wooden 
stockade was replaced by the 
high brick walls, with saw- 
toothed battlements broken here 
and there by great towers and 
galeways, which stand to this day. 

But this. great Kremlin wall 
runs right ‘round a big triangle, 
one side of it along the river, 
Each side of it is about half a 
mile long. 

And it is inside the great wall 
that what we call the Kremlin 
stands, It is the strangest jum- 
ble of buildings. Tsar after Tsar 
built something new, where he 
liked and as he liked, without the 
slightest regard for any sort of 
planning or unity, 

There are four cathedrals— 
square Russian cathedrals, with 
their clusters of silver or golden 
onion domes, There must be at
